RUSSIA IS A DANGER 


Her Present Policy, Contin- 


ued, Would Release Men 


to Strike At Allies 


PLACES HIS HOPES IN AMERICA 


Victory or Defeat, There Is 


No Neutral Ground, Pre- 


mier Declares 


London, England, Dec. 34. — That 


steady progress towards the desired 
goal is being made by the allies, de- 
spite some untoward occurrences, is 
the firm conviction of Premier Lloyd 
George, he declared today. 


It is because of this fact, the Pre- 


mier said, that he would regard peace 
oveitures to Prussia, at the moment 
when her military spirit was drunk 
with boastfulness, as a betrayal of the 
trust of himself and his colleagues. 


"It is because I am fiimly convinc- 


ed that despite some untoward events, 
despite discouraging appearances, we 
are making steady progress toward 
the goal, that I would regard peace 
overtures to Prussia at the very mo- 
ment the Prussian military spirit is 
drunk with boastfulness as a betrayal 
of the great charge with which my col- 
leagues and 
myself 
have 
been 


chaiged " 


If Russia persists in her present pol- 


ic.v, the Premier pointed out, the with- 
drawal by the enemy from the east of 
a. third of his troops must release hun- 
dreds oC thousands of men and masses 
of material to attack Great Britain, 
France and Italy. 
Tolly to Underrate Present Danger. 
"It would be tolly," he added, "to 


undenate the danger, equal folly to 
exaggerate it, and the greatest folly of 
all not to face it. 


"IS. the Russian democracy has de- 


cided to abandon the struggle against 
military autocracy, the American de- 
mocracy is taking it up. 


"Germany's victories were embla- 


zoned to the world," the Premier said, 
"but 
her troubles did not appear in 


bulletins. 


"Something was known 
of them, 


however. The deadly

British navy was having its effect, and 
the valor of the troops was making 
an impicssion which would tell in the 
end."

CONGRESS PLANS TO 


INVESTIGATE NAVY 


Daniels Pleased—Crozier Says 


Our Fighting Capacity Is 


Not Impaired 


•Washington, D. C., Dec. 14. Con- 


gress today extended its investigation 
of the administrations, war prepara- 
tions as to the navy. 
While the senate 


military committee continues its army 
hearing- the house naval committee 
unanimously decided to begin imme- 
diately a general inquiry into naval 
affairs and appointed a sub committee 
headed by Representative Oliver of 
Alabama to conduct it. 


It was officially announced that the 


purpose 
ot. the- naval investigation 


\vould be to scrutinize past and tuture 
expenditures and policies and to secure 
greater coordination between congress 
and the executive department in the 
conduct of the war. Hearings probably 
will begin Monday and most of them 
are expected to be behind closed doors 
to protect the navj's secrets. 


Secretary Daniels heard about the 


committee's action as he left a cab- 
inet meeting. He said he was pleased 
and chat the more it found out about 
what the navy had accomplished the 
better congress would be satisfied.

MEAN DEARER MILK 


Head of Federal 
Commission 


Says Prices Cannot Help Go 


Up Under Conditions 


New York, Dec. 14. — In passing 


judgment on the work of the federal 
milk commission, the 
public 
should 


recognize the fact that the commission 
must deal with economic conditions 
which it cannot annul, declared Dr. 
W. H. Jordon, chairman of the com- 
mission, at a meeting here today to 
consider prices of milk. 
Whatever 


conclusions are reached, 
he 
added, 


must be based for a time at least upon 
What now exists. 


The statement was made, Dr. Jor- 


don explained, because "it would ap- 
pear that the people of the city of 
New Y'ork have so far not been es- 
pecially interested in the work .of this 
commission." 


"In view of the very high cost of 


cattle foods and the large increase in 
the cost of labor," declared Dr. Jor- 
don. 
"it could not be expected that 


milk would remain at former prices 
any more than is true of other foods. 
I am sure tho commission realizes the 
great importance of." this problem. It 
must, however, deal justly with all the 
interests concerned, keeping in mind 
at all times the welfare of the con- 
sumer." 


Aftei having met a large number of 


farmers at Utica and Watertown, and 
listening to statements of consumers, 
Dr. Jordon said the commission was 
now engaged in an 
investigation 
ot 


milk distribution.

"Washington, D. C, Dec. 14—Two 


"lightiess nights" a week were or- 
dered today by the fuel administration. 
Next Sundaj night will be the first 
and thereafter Sunday and Thursday 
of every week will see the city white 
ways and advertising signs darkened. 
Only necessary street lights may be 
used and only such lights as the law 
requires in offices and stores not open 
for business 


The new order replaces one which 


became effective November 9 for the 
dimming of electric displa. s, which 
the administration £a\s has been a 
failure. 


The order reads 
"No corporation, association, pait- 


nership nor person engaged wholly or 
m part in the business of furnish- 
ing electricity for 
illuminating or 


power purposes, and no corporation, 
association, 
partnership 
or 
person 


maintaining a plant for the purpose of 
supply for their own needs, shall use 
electricity for illuminating or display- 
ing advertisements, notices, announce- 
ments, or signs designating the loca- 
tion of an oflice or place of business, 
or the nature of any business, for elec- 
tric search lights, or for external il- 
lumination or ornam ntation of any 
building or light in tho interior of 
stores, offices or places of business 
when such stores are not open for bus- 
iness, except when such lights are nec- 
essarv for the public safety or as are 
requited bv law, nor 
for excessive 


tti eet lighting intended for display or 
adv ertising 
purposes, 
w hether such 


lights are maintaineri by the munici- 
pality or by others 
Effevtive Knch Sunday and Thursday. 


"Theso prohibitions and all of them 


are effective on Thursday and Sunday 
nights only of each and every week." 


The only extensions aie applied to 


lights used 
for 
governmental pur- 


poses by the United States 
govern- 


ment or the government of any state 
or street lights used by any city or 
town. 


State fuel directors are oideied to 


see that the provisions are scrupulous- 
ly observ ed.

To the east of Ypres 
the Germans in a local attack have 
captured British front line trenches 
on a front of 300 yards, while the 
Germans, according to a Berlin ofhcial 
communication have repulsed a But- 
ish attack in the Cambi la sector east 
of Bullecourt, launched in an en- 
deavor to recapture lost 
positions. 


The Germans aie cairjlng ont a heavy 
bombaidment in the latter region. 


The big guns arc doing most of the 


work on the Italian front, where the 
Italians are still barring the way ol 
the Teutons toward the plains.

Thursday's lighting, thc enemy in at- 
tacks between the Brenta and Piave

TAKE MEN FROM FARM 


Professor Warren of Cornell Cites 


It As Reason For'Rais- 


ing Milk Prices 


York, Dec. 14.—Dairy farms 


and munitions factories aa desirable 
places at which to work were com- 
pared here yesterday before the federal 
milk commission by Prof. W. G. War- 
ren 
of Cornell who declared that 


higher wages and not rnnro pleasant 
surroundings were drawing laborers 
from tho farm to tho factory. 


"it a. young man is working on a 


farm for small wages, he dislikes 
cows," said the professor, "and ir he 
works In an orchard under similar 
circumstances .he 
dislikes 
apples. 


You must make it an object in order 
to keep him on the farm. 


Professor Warren asserted that In 


liia opinion farmers could afford to pay 
better wages If they received 
'J cents 


a quart for their milk. Labor he add- 
ed, is one of the most Important ele- 
ments In the milk industry and is per- 
haps given the least consideration. 


Objections were~made to the recom- 


mendation of Professor 
Warren 
to 


raise wages because then 
farmers 


would be compelled to charge higher 
prices for milk which would result in 
ix decrease in consumption.

There have beej. in many places «uy- 


gestions that iu order to save fuel the 
schools of the 
country 
should 
be 


closed during at least the two first 
weeks of the month of January, and t 
perhaps longer, tho shortage in the 
school year being made up by a lonff- j 
er session in summer, whei. fuel is not • 
required. 
Tho proposition Is by no | 


means as good as It looks. It does not 
take aa much coal to tako 400 or 500 
children comfortable under one roof 
as It would under 100 or 2SO separate 
roofs. 
During the day, when children 


are at school, the fires In the house- 
hold are in general allowed 
to go 


down; when they return at night, or 
before they return, the furnace drafts 
are turned on and tho rooms previ- 
ously little used during the day by the 
busy housewife, are -warmed up. To 
keep them wai'm all day would largely 
Increase the coal bills of the house- 
hold. 


Of what avail is the little savins 


in the schools, if the city, or any city 
as a whole is to use hundreds of tons 
of coal extra on ace. unt of it ? There 
is such a.thing aa saving at the buns 
and wasting at the splggot, and this is 
one instance.' 
Men Mucli More Thau Money. 


There has been a great deal said 


about saving money as a means of 
ending the war. It is a good thing to 
save money, particularly if it is to 
go Into bonds, the proceeds of which 
will be used for the United States and 
her allies; but it is not a good thing to 
save money merely with an idea of 
hoarding It. In these times more per- 
haps tban any other, the one who 
hoards beyond reason is a public mal- 
efactor. 


But it we are to sa/e money for 


these good purposes, we are also un- 
der obligation to save and to use man 
power lor like purpose. 
It Is of no 


great importance how rich a man may 
be, or If ho is able a hundred fold to 
employ others to do for him every- 
thing -which he needs to have done. 
Unless he works himself, unless he 
puts his own thought and time and 
energy into tho task; h- is not doing 
his duty. In times when there is lit- 
tle work and mo.ny hands necessarily 
idle, it it nothing mo-0 than duty for 
the rich to emrloy othe-'s to do for 
them. In'times like these, when there 
is something bigger and better for 
everybody to do, it is duty In some way 
to labor. 


It should not be forgotten that 


everything one does for himself re- 
leases the labor of others for duties 
In the shops, on the farms and even 
perhaps on tho battlefield. 
Tho cry- 


Ing demand on all throo 
of 
these 


fronts is for men, and whoever does 
Cor himself what previously he has 
had done for him Is helping directly 
to supply that demand. 


Tho Saving or Materials. 


And wlillo wo are saving- of inen for 


the threo fronts above enumerated, it 
Is entirely proper to consider the fur- 
ther saving of labor 
which 
comes 


from tho saving o* materials. 
If 


clothes are worn a little loigcr than 
has hitherto been tho case, thero is 
saving of wool for tho Drying need of 
the soldiers in uniforms. 
If by sifting 


of ashes, there is a savii.g of even a 
few 
hundreds 
of 
pounds of 
coal 


in 
the 
household, 
thero 
is 
a 


totat 
saving 
of millions of pounds 


in 
a 
year, 
and 
tho 
consequent 


Increase by these hundreds of tonj of 
the supply for manufacturing, for com- 
merce and for tho allies. If old boxes 
and the limbs of trees and splintered 
and scattered pieces < f " •'arJa which 
formerly went to the refuse heap or 
wero materials for bonfires, are con- 
served, they take the place of millions 
of loads of wood for kindling and the 
kitchen range. 
If all kinds of metals 


also aro saved and sorted, they will 
help moro speedily to win the war. 
Necessity nnd Not Sentiment. 


Military necessity and not personal 


sentiment aro the things which must 
be the paramount consideration 
in 


winning the war. 
Thero aro 
things 


which we might perhap- Hko to do 
otherwise. 
Wo cannot perhaps sea 


just why certain restrictions in tho 
way of foods should be made, why just 
Buch directions must bo followed rela- 
tive to alien enemies. Sentiment, per- 
haps, or personal convenience or the 
habits of a lifetime, do their share In 
making us think some 
other 
plan 


would be just ns good. 
In fact, we 


have not tho least reasoi. to think of 
oolng anything except just what tho 
government demands. Tho rules which 
it establishes may not seem to bo ex- 
actly necessary for one section, but 
tvo can rest assured that they aro best 
tor tho country as a whole, and that 
whoever would serve his country best 
can do so by following the strict mili- 
tary regulations. 


Money-Making. 


'Worth while also is it to note that 


tho present season of national sacri- 
fice ia not the time for 
anyone to 


think of making money. It is not tho 
time, because on account of scarcity 
certain things have advanced at whole- 
sale, to Increase retail profits also. It 
Js not the time to think about Betting 
more for any article or product, man- 
ufactured or agricultural, than neces- 
sity demands should be received. It is 
not tho time for personal aggi-andize- 
jncnt, but a season. wn<m avo 


should work for the good of humanity 
rather than o' himself. 


The man who is worth more when 


the war ends than he was when It be- 
gan has something to answer for to 
the country and the community. 


Sacrifice aud Consecration. 


The one thing which those who stay 


at home should keep in mind is that 
of Nicrldce. 
They have In many In- 


stances given their sons and husbands 
and brothers to tho cause of freedom. 
It Is tho greatest of impersonal sacri- 
fices. 
But thero are other;; which all 


can make who have not been called 
upon to make tho greater one above 
enumerated, and he is no true Ameri- 
can who does not do Ma share in giv- 
ing, in earning and In doing. 
He Is 


very far indeed from filling his quota 
of sacrifice. 


The one who 
has 
departed has 


made his offering not of sacrifice but 
of consecration. 
Tho peaceful years 


which had stretched before him, the 
happiness of the home, the joy of 
fatherhood, ho has given up and has 
consecrated hlmseif to the ideals of 
liberty and Independence on which our 
republic was founded, 
ilo may re- 


turn. Well or maimed, in the major- 
ity of instances he will return. 
But 


In every instance he goes knowing the 
risk he takes. 
Shall we who remain 


ut home while those consecrated ones 
are fighting our battles for us, fail in 
the slightest degree in our task and 
our duty of sacrifice?

Lieutenant Sees Children Mutilated by 


Soldiers of Kaiser. 


I, B. Havourd of Brigham's store has 


received a copy of his home paper the 
Elkhart (Ind.) Truth, which contains 
a column story relative to a letter re- 
ceived from a. Lieutenant Stephenson, 
who writes: 


"I saw yesterday three little French 


children, none of them over "six ^'ears 
of age, whose hands had been cut off 
at the wrist by Germans; also a girl 
of 20 whose eyes had been burned out. 
These are the kind of people wo arc 
going up against. • * • I've 
heard 


talcs of German barbarities, such as 
the inoculation of prisoners with dis- 
ease germs, but'those kids were the 
llrst ones 1 have seen." 


In another part of the letter Lieut. 


Stephenson writes: 


"It is surprising, though, the way 


the drafted men get the spirit of the 
war. 
They are eager and anxious to 


go and in a few more- months 
will 


make the finest body of lighting men 
In the world. And believe me, Frank, 
we are going to need them all. We 
will have ten million men under arms 
before this war Is over. People do not 
believe that yet, but in a year or two 
they will. 


"This war will not end before 1920 


at the least. There isn't an officer in 
the army who thinks it will end then. 
Germany's resources have barely been 
scratched, despite the newspaper stor- 
ies of her scarcity of. men and food. 
And people in New York are very 
lackadaisical nnd don't seem to think 
It any of their concern that there is a 
war going on. It will 
take several 


thousand lives to convince them anil 
that may Ijo a year yet. 


"Thin war 
isn't 
Kngland's, nor 


France's, nor America's war, but the 
war for Humanity. 
It takes just one 


look .at a sight like thut for any Am- 
erican to give up everything he has 
for the war. We'll not be satisfied 
until Germany la completely broken, 
no matter what the other allied na- 
tions do."
